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DIE IN A FIRETRAP 


Fourteen Persons Perish in the 


Burning of Lincoln Hotel 


in Chicago Today. 


NO CHANCE OF ESCAPE FOR MANY 


Chicago, Dec. 4.—Fourteen persons 


among the scores crowded into the 
Lincoln hotel at 17G Madison street, 
met death shortly before 6 o'cloci 
this morning in a fire which will 
pass into local history as one of the 
most horrible Chicago has ever ex- 
perienced. 


Death cany 
suddenly to a few, 


but with awful slowness to others, 
who were penned in the death trap 
and sultocated or burned to deatU. 
Some 
died in their 
rooms, some 


chanced 
all ill jumping and lost, 


while others were found in the hall- 
ways, where they had expired with 
their fingers dug into the cracks ot 
the floor. 


All of the bodies were recovered as 


the hotel was not destroyed.

FERE-TRAP OF WOBST KIND. 
The building was a fire-trap of the 


worst kind, according to experts. 
There were but two'c::its, a nanow 
stairway 
leading 
down 
the four 


floors of the building and an uncom- 
pleted fire escape in the rear. 


The fire started on the second floor, 


presumably 
from 
a lighted cigar 


dropped on the carpet. Guests occu- 
pying upper rooms in the front part 
of the 
hostelry, 
aroused 
by the 


screams of a woman, were able to 
escape down the stairway, and about 
thirty people 
reached 
safety 
by 


means of the fire escape. 
To add t) 


the horror, however, this gave way 
while others were attempting 
to 


escape and three men were dashed 
to death on the pavement of the al- 
ley below. 


NO CHANCE BUT TO JUMP. 


For the people still 
in the real- 


rooms there was now 110 escape save 
by jumping. 
The stairway was in 


flames and the fire escape gone. Hor- 
ror-stricken faces appeared at the 
windows and cried frantically for 
help. Firemen cried back to them to 
wait until nets and mattresses could 
be brought, and those who did, in 
most cases escaped with slight in- 
juries. But some, crazed with fright, 
jumped to the pavement aud 
were 


either killed or badly hurt. 


With great difficulty the fire, al- 


though campar.i'tivc-ly a .small one. 
v.'.is subdued, but it was some time 
hef.'.'-'e reicuers could penetrate the 
dense bank of simoke which filled the 
place. 


AN AWFD-L SCENE. 


It was an awful sccura which, met 


I'lvEir gaze. The clsad or unconscious 
were lying strctchod on the floors 
or 'in some cnsis on their (beds. Some 
liad attempti'd to slip 'on a garment 
before making fc<r the street, but 
had born overcome, Irat nroslt of them 
were in 'their night clothes. 


Every Store -and other hotels in th"i 


vicinity was filled with 
onen and 


women who had escaped with only 
their nightgowns. An investigation 
will be made. 
A fire wall around 


'the freight elevator and other pre- 
cautionary alterations had been or- 
dered some time ago, ihirt the matter 
had 'bean neglected. 


BUILDING A FIRETRAP. 


Firemen and policemen were not 


.reticent in speaking 'of what tiiey 
witnessed at the catastrophe. T'hey 
condemned the 'building as a "nro- 
trap."

THE WOUX OF RESCUE. 


Shortly after the fire broke out the 


firemen ruyhcd up the stairway into 
the pl.ice and begun the work of re.-- 
cue. Men, women and children were 
carried down ladders, fire escapes 
•and smoke-tilled 'halls. 


In one instance a fircmrin of engine 


company No. 2 raved 'a woman Iron: 
running to the rc.ir of the building- 
to certain dcaMi on the fourth floor, 
only to be forced to drcn her from 
the third floor to the roof 
of tiie 


building at 178 Madison street. Tlie 
wjman held her 7-year-old Son In 
her arms. 
S'lic was Mrs. J. Sliep- 


pard, and her son is named Freder- 
ick. 
She w.ns then carried from t-;ic 


roof of tho building to the Ercevort 
hoiioe, where a physician was sum- 
moned.
